Rootworm Damage 
Now on Increase 


$5 Vi Million Insurance Paid to Ohio Farmers Since 1939

Ohio infestation records indicate 
that in the past rootworms have 
been a pest only in scattered corn 
fields. In recent years the inci­ 
dents of damage by these insects 
have become more numerous. 
Much of the increase in infes­ 
tation is believed due to an in­ 
creasing number of acres in con­ 
tinuous corn. If this practice of 
consecutive, or continuous, corn 
growing should 
be 
increased, 
rootworms could easily become 
the No. I insect pest of corn in 
the state. 
Both the northern and southern 
species are p r e s e n t throughout 
most of the state. Economic dam­ 
age by the southern species has 
been low. The northern species is 
predominant in most of the state 
and has been responsible for most 
of the economic damage in recent 
years. 
The southern c o r n rootworm 
adult is commonly known as “the 
12-spotted cucumber beetle.’’ 
It 
passes the winter in the form of a 
yellowish or yellowish-green beet­ 
le about one-fourth inch long with 
12 black spots on its wing covers. 
THE FEMALES become active 
in the spring deposit eggs in the 
ground around the bases of plants. 
The number of generations in Ohio 
is not known, but there may be 
more than one. 
The southern c o r n rootworm 
feeds on a large number of plants. 
Therefore, rotation of crops w i l l 
not control it.

If the silks are cut be­ 
fore pollination, ears with a few 
scattered kernels will be found 
at harvest time. 
In Ohio, most com has pollinat­ 
ed before peak adult emergence 
and ear damage is not commonly 
found. However, if com is planted 
late, or if a late maturing hybrid 
is used and large numbers of ad­ 
ults are present, economic dam­ 
age could occur. Eggs are depos­ 
ited in the fall in com fields. 
Tile 
northern com 
rootworms 
(larvae) attack only the roots of 
com. Therefore, any four-year ro­ 
tation that will take com out of 
the field for two consecutive years 
will control them. 
IN THE spring, the small newly 
hatched rootworms burrow in and 
on the roots. Decay organisms us­ 
ually follow the burrow, and rott­ 
ed and reduced root systems are 
found in heavily infested fields in 
July and August. 
If strong winds, accompanied by 
rainfall, occur during this period, 
much of the com may be blown 
down. The small larvae are some­ 
times overlooked, or the damage 
is not detected until the adults 
have emerged, making it difficult 
to determine the cause of the pro­ 
blem. 
Growth and some straightening 
of the plant, following the wind, 
forms a “ goose-necked” or sled- 
runner stalk. 
In fields where the lodging is 
high, picker losses are increased, 
and the time required for picking 
may be much greater. Insecticid­ 
al control may be needed in areas 
where continuous com is grown.

In Ohio, one to three of the maj­ 
or crops are insurable in 36 coun­ 
ties. T h i r t y of these counties 
have wheat, com and soybean in­ 
surance, t h r e e have wheat and 
com; two tobacco and one tobac­ 
co and wheat. More counties will 
be added, and coverage on at least 
one other crop is predicted in 1963.

Many Facfs and Fallacies Crop Up 
Regarding Best Possible Lawn Care 


Bv GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Agent, 
Agriculture 
There s no doubt about it: green 
is the color of spring. Look at your 
lawn. It is as green as it should 
be? 
While you’re thinking of lawns, 
you may be interested in some 
observations on “ Facts and Fall­ 
acies 
of 
Lawn 
Maintenance” 
presented by Dr. R. R. Davis of 
the Ohio Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station's agronomy depart­ 
ment at the 33rd annual O h i o 
short course for aborists, land­ 
scape contractors, garden cen­ 
ter operators, and nurserymen. 
Here’s what Dr. Davis said: 
Practically every adult in the 
U.S.A. except some big city ap­ 
artm ent dwellers has an interest 
in lawn maintenance. Because of 
this wide interest, much is writ­ 
ten about lawn care in newspap­ 
ers and magazines. 
Unfortunately, many 
of 
these 
writings leave the wrong impress­ 
ion and some are basically incor­ 
rect. The strong desire to improve 
their lawn and their gross ignor­ 
ance on the principles of lawn 
keeping 
make 
home o w n e r s 
very susceptible of misleading ad­ 
vertising. 


IT IS hoped that the statem ents 
m ade here may. in some small 
way, clear up false impressions 
that are 
common 
among 
lawn 
“ experts” . The list is by no means 
complete. 
Mowing 
Fallacies — I. Close mowing in 
the spring will make the grass 
spread; 2. The grass should go 
into the 
w i n t e r with excess 
growth to help it survive: 3 lf the 
grass is cut short it will need mow­ 
ing less often: 4. Close mowing 
will keep weeds from seeding and 
thus reduce weed problems; 5 The 
lawn will deteriorate if cliffings 
are removed. 
Facts — I. Many experiments 
have shown that the closer grass 
is mowed, the more its vigor is 
reduced. The vigor of the grass is 
postitvely related to the leaf area 
exposed to s u n l i g h t . Mowing 
b e y o n d that necessary to pre 
vent the grass from flowering and 
seeding 
reduces 
its 
ability 
to 
spread. 
2. There is no problem with re­ 
commended perennial cool seas­ 
on grasses being killed by cold 
growth going into the winter can 
cause trouble by increasing the 
likelihood 
of 
disease 
damage 
Spring greenup is delayed since the 
new growth must overcome last 
season s accumulation before the 
lawm looks green. The dead leaves 
and stems contribute to thatch 
which is a problem in grasses that 
make a tight sod such as bent 
grass and Merion bluegrass. The 
proper practice is to continue to 
mow the grass until growth stops 
in late fall. 
3 It is true that grass which is 
cut short will make less growth 
than grass 
cut 
at 
the 
proper 
height, but it is the “Tagged” ap­ 
pearance of a lawn raher thn 
the total amount of growth that 
caues the “ needs mowing” look. 
The unwanted vegetation that is 
much more likely to be in a lawn 
cut too short grows at different 
rates to give the “ ragged” 
ap­ 
pearance 
In experiments at the 
Ohio Station, grass mowed x * inch 
high needs mowing fully as often 
as grass mowed 2 inches high 
4 While some weeds are not ad­ 
apted to close mowing, others can 
easily survive at shorter heights 
than an ordinary mower can ait. 
A n n u a l , bluegrass, crabgrass, 
goosegrass. and others will make 
seed when cut 3-16 to l« inch. Blue­ 
grass varieties mowed short for 
five y e a r s had 20 or more times 
more weeds when cut 2 inches 
high. 
5. A thin sod that is inadequately 
fertilized may benefit from hav­ 
ing the clippings. On the other 
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hand. a tight sod that is well fer­ 
tilized will look better and will 
generally be more healthy if the 
clippings are removed. T h e clip­ 
pings will contribute to thatch if 
not removed. The fertilizer ele­ 
ments removed with clippings are 
e a s i l y replaced with commer­ 
cial fertilizers. This does not mean 
that it is impossible to have a nice 
lawn unless the clippings are re­ 
moved. The improvement in ap­ 
pearance will not be worth t h e 
effort of removing clippings for 
many home owners. 
Fertilizing 
Fallacies — I. “ Chemical” fertil­ 
izers are bad for a lawn: 2. Acid- 
forming fertilizers should never be 
used on a lawm; 3 Fertilizer should 
never be a p p I i e d in hot weath­ 
er; 4. Fertilizer is “ grass food” : 
5. A complete fertilizer should be 
applied each time the lawn is fer­ 
tilized. 
Facts — I. A good lawn can be 
had using all inorganic or “ chem­ 
ical’’ fertilizers, all organic, urea 
form, or a mixture of forms if 
used correctly. An Ohio experi­ 
ment using ammonium nitrate, ac­ 
tivated sewage sludge, or urea- 
form sources 
of 
nitrogen 
has 
shown no consistent difference in 
the quality of the resulting sod. 
2. Most nitrogen sources used on 
a lawn are “ acid forming” . Exam ­ 
ples of exceptions are sodium ni­ 
trate and calcium cyanamid which 
are seldom used. Ammonium sul­ 
phate forms the most acid per 
p o u n d 
of 
nitrogen. 
Common 
mixed fertilizers, ammonium ni­ 
trate. natural organics, urea and 
ureaform all have essentially the 
same e f f e c t on soil acidity if 
used on an equivalent nitrogen 
basis. Soil acidity caused by ni­ 
trogen fertilizers can be easily 
corrected with lime. 
3. While heavy applications of 
fertilizer should be made during 
tile cool seasons of the year, light 
s u m m e r applications are often 
helpful. Summer nitrogen appli­ 
cations improve the color of grass­ 
es and may serve special purpos­ 
es such as discouraging rust on 
Merion bluegrass. Summer is no 
time to fertilize a thin sod loaded 
with crabgrass and other sum­ 
m er weeds. 
4. The basic food for grass (oili­ 
er plants and animals too) is the 
simple carbohydrates formed by 
the photosynthetic process. Fer­ 
tilizers (along with the soil) sup­ 
ply the minerals used in tile form ­ 
ation of more complex compounds 
and in the many life processes. 
5. The soil (except sands) has 
the capacity to store large quan­ 
tities of phosphorus and potash. 
When the soil is well supplied 
w'lth these elements, nitrogen may 
be the only fertilizer element need­ 
ed for several years Nitrogen, the 
mobile lement, must be applied 
timely. 
Watering 
Fallacies — I. The lawm should 
never be watered when tile sun 
is shining; 2. The grass will die 
from drought if not watered; 3 A 
little water every day is the best 
system. 
Facts — I. Watering w'hen the 
sun is shining will not harm the 
grass if water is needed. T h e r e 
will be less loss from evaporation 
when the sun is not shining Wa­ 
tering in early evening may en­ 
courage diseases since the grass 
will be wet all night, lf there is a 
best time to wator, it is prob­ 
ably early morning 
2. Grass will turn brown when 
the soil is very dry, but the possi­ 
bility of a drought severe enough 
in Ohio to kill most lawn grasses 
is nil. If the lawn has been sub­ 
jected to gross mismanagement, 
the sod will be ton thin to provide 
insulation The soil may get so hot 
in e x p o s e d areas that *t kills 
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the grass. Bentgrass is much more 
susceptible 
to 
drought 
damage 
than is Kentucky bluegrass and 
red fescue, but it has survived and 
vigorously increased for the past 
ll (and probably many more) sea­ 
sons in unwatered plots at the Ex­ 
periment S t a t i o n . Annual blue­ 
grass which is often mistaken for 
permanent grass, will die during 
a drought because it is the nature 
of the plant to do so. 
One of the few controlled exper­ 
iments to study lawm irrigation in 
the northern humid region of the 
IT. S. was conducted in O h i o in 
the 1930 s. After t h r e e years, 
the sod was better in term s of den­ 
sity and f r e e d o m from weeds 
where no irrigation water was ap­ 
plied, Proper irrigation will keep 
a lawm looking nicer but will not 
basically 
improve an otherwise 
well managed Kentucky bluegrass 
or red fescue lawn. A bentgrass 
lawn should not be planted with­ 
out irrigation facilities. 
3. Although there is some room 
for argument, the majority of turf- 
grass research workers agree that 
when lawns are watered t h e y 
should be thoroughly soaked at in­ 
frequent intervals. Shallow rooted 
grasses such 
as 
bentgrass 
will 
need 
more 
frequent 
irrigation 
than deeper rooted grasses. Wat­ 
ering every day would not be so 
had if it were continued all season. 
A 2-week v a c a t i o n can be fat 
a1 to a lawn so treated 
Weed Control 
Fallacies — I. The best time to 
kill dandelions is 
in the spring 
when they are blooming; 2. Che 
micals are the best means of am- 
trolling crabgrass: 3. Crabgrass is 
any wide-bladed, spreading grass; 
4. Moss and sour grass (sheep s o t 
reP are caused by acid soil. 
Facts — I. 2. 4 D will certainly 
do a good job on the dandelions in 
the spring, but fall is a better time 
to t r e a t this and many other 
broadleaf weeds for at least 3 re t 
sons: (a) The 2, 4 D is not so like 
ly to injure trees, flowers, shrubs 
and vegetables if used in the fall 
(b) If dandelions are killed in May 
the s p a c e s left in the sod are 
likely to be filled with crabgrass 
Experiments in Ohio have shown 
this to be the case With fall treat 
ment, the s p a c e s have time to 
fill with permanent grass before 
next year’s crabgrass season, (c) 
With fall treatm ent, both the old 
crop and the new dandltons are 
killed. 
2. Mowing Kentucky bluegrass 
and-or red fescue 2 inches or high 
er and 
adequate fertilization is 
the best and cheapest means of 
controlling 
crabgrass. 
Certainly 
t h e r e are chemicals which will 
do the job, but the crabgrass will 
return after the effect of the che 
micals is gone unless steps are ta 
ken to correct the management 
practices. D a c t h a I and Zytron 
have consistently given good am 
trol when applied before crabgrass 
germinates Calcium arsenate and 
other arsenicals have given good 
androl sometimes and not at oth 
er t i m e s . DMA and AMA have 
given good control with repeated 
post emergence treatm ents 
3 Crabgrass is usually reserv­ 
ed for two species of Digitana, D. 
Sanqunialis (large or hairy crab­ 
grass) and D. ischaemum (small 
or smooth crabgrass). They are 
both s u m m e r annuals with es­ 
sentially the same characteristics 
except as noted by their name 
Wide b l a d e d perennial grasses 
are not killed with chemicals for 
amtrolling crabgrass. Some sum 
mer annual grasses may be con 
trolled along with crabgrass, but 
good results with them should not 
be experted 
4. Moss appears when the grass 
is thin for any 
of 
several reas- 
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ons. The most common reasons 
are too much shade for the grass, 
too little fertilizer, and perhaps 
acid soil. Moss dot's not crowd 
out the grass, but merely grows 
where there is no grass. Sheep 
sorrel likewise can compete bet­ 
ter with the grass under extrem e­ 
ly acid conditions. The appearance 
of sheep sorrel or sour grass does 
not necessarily mean an acid soil. 
soil test is the only reliable w ay 
to determine whether or not the 
soil is acid. 
MisceManeoeus Care 
Fallacies — I. A lawn should be 
over-seeded every spring to keep 
the grass t h i c k : 2 The l a w n 
should be rolled each spring: 3. 
Peat moss or other organic m ater­ 
ial should be applied at intervals 
to build up the organic m atter in 
the soil. 
Facts —- I. Millions of pounds 
of grass seed 
are wasted each 
spring If the lawn am tam s Ken­ 
tucky bluegrass common or any 
variety), proper fertilization will 
produce a thick sod Small blue­ 
grass seedlings have practically 
no chance to develop to maturity 
in competition with older gTass. lf 
t h e r e are spots one square foot 
or larger where there is no blue­ 
grass, work the spots as if seeding 
a new lawn and apply seed and 
fertilizer to them lf the lawn re­ 
ceives proper care, there should 
be very few of these spots. Seed is 
not needed to keep the sod thick — 
in fact, a well fed lawn is likely to 
need mechanical thinning to re 
move thatch. 
2 A roller will push hunches of 
grass in thin spots, which have 
heaved from freezing and thaw inc. 
back into contact with the soil 
The grass will settle hack unaided 
in time. Rolling will mn level an 
uneven lawn and can cause harm 
when the soil is wet or if the roller 
is very h e a v y . "Top dressing” 
with good soil to fill in the I o w 
places is the w-ay to smooth an un­ 
even surface. 
3. A well fertilized lawn will pro­ 
duce an excess of organic material 
at the soil surface (thatch1. Addi­ 
tional organic material will am tri- 
bute to the excess Additions of top 
soil, on the other hand, will aul the 
decomposition of the t h a t c h . 
S u r f a c e application of organic 
m atter will not get into the soil. 
Lawn soil may be much improved 
by m i x i n g in organic m aterials 
b e f o r e seeding. The decaying 
roots of a good lawn sod is one of 
the best soil building processes 
known to man. 
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A paint brush probably figures 
in your spring clean up plans, so 
keep these fire safety pointers in 
mind. 
(ti For paint removing and 
brush cleaning, solvents labelled 
“non flammable” are safest. If 
you must work with flammable 
ones, better use them outdoors. 
Indoors he 
sure 
windows 
are 
open, stoves, pilot lights and oth­ 
er ignition sources are off, and 
no smoking in the room. 
(2) Get rid of old paint and sol­ 
vent containers and those 
with 
s m a l l leftover amounts. Store 
paints and solvents only in capped 
metal containers — glass jars and 
bottles break easily, creating a de­ 
finite fire hazard. 
(3) Safest practice 
with rags 
used to wip*' up paint or advents 
is to dispose of them immediately. 
lf you must store them, use a me­ 
tal a tta in e r with a tight aiver. 
Another fire safety tip is:

WHENEVER using gasoline, be 
sure to treat it with respect. Rem­ 
ember it gives off flammable va­ 
pors which need only a tiny flame 
or spark to turn into searing fire 
or dangerous explosion. 
So do 
all refueling 
outdoors 
where the dangerous vapors can’t 
accumulate Keep away from all 
ignition sources, and observe 
a 
strict no smoking rule 
Wipe up 
all spilled gasoline before starting 
the motor. 
Finally, keep gasoline in a tight 
closing metal can — never in a 
glass jug or bottle.

If they do. you’ll have to take 
something off the circuit. Maybe 
you can shift an applance f r o m 
one side of tile room to another 
to get it on a less used loop. 
Before buying any new major 
appliance, check it to be sure there 
is enough power to operate it. You 
might find you can’t use it until 
you add another circuit — and this 
will cost money. 
But good electric service with 
ample capacity is worth a lot In 
the long run. it s best o play it 
safe and install adequate wiring 
to handle lights and electrical ap­ 
pliances.

It will be news to many that the cla ssifi­ 
ed ad, the little three liner that is crowded 
into tiny tv pe, is 258 y ears old, Some sa y 
if is the oldest form of adv ertising in North 
America. 
The first want ads appeared in the first 
week in May , 1704 in the Boston News-Let­ 
ter. Last y ear more than a billion lines of 
classified adv ertising appeared in the na­ 
tion’s newspapers. Classified adv ertising 
has been termed ev ery body ’s adv ertising, 
and it is not difficult to fathom why this is 
so. 
A large percentage of newspaper readers 
scans the classified ads assiduously ev ery 
day . They a te interesting reading, and a 
handy guide to bargains and serv ices that 
it would be impossible to locate by anv oth- 
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er method. A sa lesman say s that when 
mov ing into a new territory he reads the 
classified ads in the local newspaper ca re­ 
fully , They are an accurate barometer of 
the health of the community . 
Classified ads hav e an uncanny knack 
of getting buy er and seller together. Be­ 
ca use they are unashamedly adv ertising 
with no other reading matter to separate 
them, classifieds prov e that people buy 
newspapers to read the ads as w e l l 
as for news and entertainment. The cla ssi­ 
fieds pull their weight, no doubt of that. 
A 258 th birthday is no small occasion 
and its is appropriate that a few lines of 
space in larger ty pe be dev oted to a salute 
to a section of the paper which is set in a 
more modest ty pe face.

His greatest 
task now is to control those who 
will take advantage of this fracas

Hones Vision, 


Mixes Time 


CUNEO, 
Italy 
(A P)—Twenty 
scientists cam e back today from a 
week in the darkness of a 400-foot- 
deep cave with sharpened senses 
of color, scent and hearing—and a 
lot of bad guesses as to the tim e. 
“ This vision of colors is unbear­ 
able,” cried Prof. Franco M alet'o, 
blinking his eyes. “ And all this 
noise is nearly deafening." 
The expedition’s leader and the 
first to em erge from the cave at 
nearby Bossea, M aletta was sur­ 
prised to learn the bright sun was 
still approaching noon. 
“ I thought it m ust have been 
about 4 o’clock in the afternoon." 
he said. “ I had my lunch long 
ago." 
His colleagues also had lost all 
knowledge of tim e, though they 
knew the date. Most were off, one 
way or another, four or five hours. 
The scientists brought out with 
them five hens, five roosters and 
four rabbits in an unusual experi­ 
m ent, sponsored by the Mental 
Hygiene Institute of Turin, to try 
to find out why men lose their 
sense of tim e in darkness while 
anim als retain it. 
The scientists’ reports to a sur 
face team which telephoned them 
several tim es daily indicated they 
had lost their bearings on tim e— 
and when to eat and sleep—after 
the second day.
